GLENDALE, Aug. 22. UP )—A grntlp, homely man, with 
a cowlick of hair, and a side-winding smile, stirred into exist¬ 
ence the most amazing human spectacle of a generation to¬ 
day. He was Will Rogers. 

And for love of him. 100,000 people massed at Forest 
Lawn Memorial park, starting at sunrise—and before—for 
the bare opportunity of filing past his body, as it lay in state 
in a tiny copse of pine and olive trees. 

The first of them were there at 3:15 a. m. At dawn, 

•; before the gates were opened, 
nearly 30,000 had come. Only 
these gained entrance. Passing 
the coffin at a rate of slightly 
more than 5000' an hour, the van¬ 
guard alone, was able to Fee it in 
the five hours allotted. 

The Day In Hot 

Some parked their automobiles 
and slept until sunup, bringing 
food with them. 

It was a hot day. 

The wnd was in from the des¬ 
ert, and a coppery sun was crush¬ 
ing, even in the cool of the park. 

Ties were un¬ 
loosened. Women began to fan 
themselves A child, half-asleep 
in her mother's arms, fretted.

Hid Bodies In Shafts 
Of Mines, Declares 
Young Itinerant 


AUBURN, Aug. 27. (Ah— 1 The 

mysterious disappearance of James 
C. Kennett sr., retired Chicago 
contractor, and the death of an 
unidentified red-haired youth were 
confessed as slayings by Earl 
Cramer, Sheriff Elmer Gum an¬ 
nounced early today. 

The 21-year-old itinerant pros¬ 
pector, who was arrested in a hunt 
for cattle thieves, voluntarily made 
the confessions, Sheriff Gum said, 
and gave the location of an aban¬ 
doned mine shaft where he said he 
hid the body of Kennett. 

Gum quoted Cramer as saying 
he shot Kennett last June in a 
quarrel over food at the abandoned 
camp, where the Chicagoan had 
gone in search of health. 

Boy Killed Eater 
The red-headed youth, whose 
body was found several days ago 
in another abandoned mine shaft 
of the famous Emigrant Gap min¬ 
ing area northeast of here, was 
killed in a dispute over the rifle 
used to slay Kennett, Sheriff Gum 
said Cramer told him. This slay¬ 
ing occurred several days after the 
death of Kennett. 

Kennett's divorced wife previ¬ 
ously had reported in Chicago that 
two checks sent him had been re¬ 
turned endorsed in handwriting 
not his, and the Emigrant Gap 
postmaster had received a change 
of address notice for the con¬ 
tractor’s mail. 

Finally Confesses 
For several days Cramer denied 
any knowledge of Kennett’s dis¬ 
appearance or the death of the 
unidentified youth, but late last 
night he suddenly asked for Sher¬ 
iff Gum and said he wished to 
make a statement. 

"The story,” said the sheriff, “as 
nearly as I can make out, indi¬ 
cates that Kennett was killed 
around June 29. They don't keep 
any calendars up there in the 
mountains, and Cramer said he 
didn’t know just what day it hap¬ 
pened. but we have fixed the ap¬ 
proximate time from the fact that 
two checks addressed to Kennett 
were cashed by Cramer about July 
1 in Auburn, and a few days be¬ 
fore that Cramer had written a 
letter to the Emigrant Gap post¬ 
master and instructed him to for¬ 
ward the mail of Kennett here."

The small church was filled by 
his family and only his immedi¬ 
ate friends as Rev. James Whit¬ 
comb Brougher sr., Baptist min¬ 
ister and close friend of the man 
who was killed last Thursday 
night, with Wiley Post in an air¬ 
plane crash in Alaska, officiated 
at the services. 

Among those bidden to the pri¬ 
vate services were Rear Admiral 
William T. Tarrent and Comman¬ 
der Herbert A. Jones, representing 
President Roosevelt 

At the same time as services 
were held here, the huge Holly¬ 
wood Bowl, seating 35,000, and 
the Commun i t y Presbyterian 
church of Beverly Hills were 
meeting places for the general 
public. At tho motion picture 
studios, including the one at 
which Rogers was a star fellow 
film players joined in paying him 
homage. 

A proclamation of Gov. Frank 
Merriam asking a minute of sil¬ 
ence throughout California at 2 
p. m . the time of the services, 
was followed by city and federal 
officers and most business houses 
here, with flags at half-staff 
through the day.

LONDON. Aug 22 I2PI—In¬ 
formed sources disclosed tonight 
that the British cabinet decided, 
in an emergency session, strongly 
to support a general joint applica¬ 
tion of sanctions, including mili¬ 
tary, naval, air, financial and eco¬ 
nomic, against the aggressor in 
the present Italo-Ethiopian dispute 
if such action is necessary. 

The course of action to be final¬ 
ly pursued would be jointly de¬ 
termined in the League of Nations. 

At the same time, these sources 
declared, the 22 members of the 
cabinet decided the British gov¬ 
ernment would not formally ap¬ 
proach the United States govern¬ 
ment on the dispute at the pres¬ 
ent time, but that it would keep 
in the closest touch with Wash¬ 
ington. 

As a further gesture toward 
Italy particularly, the cabinet de¬ 
cided to maintain its ban against 
shipment of war munitions both 
to Italy and to Ethiopia.

House Asked To Accept 
Senate Proposal On 
Pending Measure 


Edward Tabor, 38, and Jess 
Sibley, 48. are facing prison terms 
of from three to 30 years follow¬ 
ing their conviction last night on 
charges of conspiracy and arson 
in connection with the burning of 
an apartment house at Hunting- 
ton Beach. 

When the jury returned at 7:50 
p. m. with the verdict after de¬ 
liberating five hours. Tabor paled 
and fainted in the courtroom. 
Mrs. Tabor screamed when her 
husband slumped to the floor. He 
was removed to a couch in the 
chambers of Presiding Judge 
James L. Allen, and Dr. Harry 
Huffman was called to administer 
restoratives. 

Following return of the verdict, 
Judge Allen set 10 a. m. Monday 
as the time for pronouncement of 
judgment and remanded Tabor 
and Sibley to the county jail. 

The crime for which the pair 
was convicted was the burning of 
the apartment house owned by 
Tabor According to testimony in 
the trial, Tabor employed John 
Rose to fire the building, prom¬ 
ising him half the insurance 
money for the job Rose, in turn, 
employed Henry Eli and Sibley to 
start the fire. Rose and Eli were 
convicted on arson charges in 
1932. soon after the house was de¬ 
stroyed. Both men were brought 
here from San Quentin to testify 
against Tabor and Sibley. 

Tabor centered his defense on 
the charge that Rose attempted to 
blackmail him, and after being 
refused money implicated him in 
the crime. 

Mark Herron, chief of the de¬ 
fense counsel, indicated that the 
verdict may be appealed to a 
higher court. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 22. UP)— 
Hope that the house will accept a 
compromise on the utilities hold¬ 
ing company bill was expressed by 
President Roosevelt today in a let¬ 
ter to Chairman Rayburn of the 
house commerce committee. 

The letter was made public as 
leaders discussed the method by 
which the compromise drafted by 
Senator Barkley (D. Ky.) to end 
the dispute over mandatory aboli¬ 
tion of holding companies called 
'unnecessary,” would be brought 
before the house. 

It said: 

What Letter Said 

"My Dear Mr Rayburn: 

"I have seen a copy of the pro¬ 
posed substitute for sub-section B 
of section 11 of the public utility 
holding company bill offered by 
the senate conferees as a compro¬ 
mise of the differences between 
the house and senate bills on the 
subject matter of such subsection 
B. 

“From the point of view of the 
house, this proposal certainly 
constitutes a most generous con¬ 
cession on the part of the senate 
conferees. 

"From my point of view it rep¬ 
resents a greater recession from 
the senate bill than I should like to 
see made. But I understand the 
urgent desire of many members of 
both houses to have a bill worked 
out at this session, and to that end 
I hope the house bill find this pro¬ 
posal of the senate conferees ac¬ 
ceptable. 

“Very sincerely, 

"Franklin D. Roosevelt." 

Eliminate Requirement 

The proposed compromise would 
eliminate the senate requirement 
that holding companies considered 
"unnecessary” be dissolved by 
1942. 

It would direct the securities 
commission to reduce all holding 
companies to "single integrated” 
systems with a few exceptions. 

Chairman O’Connor of the rules 
committee disclosed that Rayburn 
later today would ask the house to 
order acceptance of tHe com¬ 
promise.

justified due to the requirements 
for old age pension, and for the 
additional relief load that the 
county may oxpect from the fed¬ 
eral government s promised change 
of policy to return the unemploy¬ 
able relief burden to the county 
However, I believe that at least 
$25,000 could have safely been cut 
from the welfare budget in view of 
the liberal federal expenditures on 
WPA projects asssren the county 
Should we get the expected federal 
grant for the county conservation 
and flood control, the welfare bur¬ 
den might easily be actually less 
than the past year. 

Favored One Increase 

I favored the increase in the 
flood control budget. Flood con¬ 
trol and water conservation arc 
the very key to our present values, 
and the only promise for protec¬ 
tion and development for the 
future. 

The unbudgeted reserve should 
have been increased to $250,000 
but the $350,000 set up in the un¬ 
budgeted reserve, I feel is un¬ 
necessarily hard on the taxpayers 
at this time and more especially 
so since every department of 
county government was liberally 
or lavishly provided for in its own 
budgetary set-up. 

I believe with the reduction of 
some $25,000 in the welfare bud¬ 
get. $ 100,000 reduction in the un¬ 
budgeted reserve (reducing this 
item from $350,000 to $250,000), 
and by keeping the other general 
departmental budgets at about 
their level of last year, saving an¬ 
other $75,000, at least $200,000 
could have been safely and prop¬ 
erly cut from the budget. This 
saving could have been greatly in¬ 
creased if there had been general 
insistence on rigid economy and 
retrenchment throughout the vari¬ 
ous departments. 

Advertising Fund 

The increase in the advertising 
fund should have been a reduc¬ 
tion. This money, if justified at 
all, could be more profitably spent 
with the newspapers of the county 
in an intelligent campaign of edu¬ 
cating and selling the diversified 
products of the county to the peo¬ 
ple of the county. The perennial 
item in the budget for advertising 
the delinquent tax list was passed 
at double the amount required, 
over my objection. This $3000 or 
$3500 annually thrown away by 
failure to ask for bids in adver¬ 
tising the delinquent tax list is 
without any excuse whatever, un¬ 
less it be political. 

I have stood for retrenchment 
and tax reduction for several 
years. The greatest danger to 
popular government today is the 
readiness of officials to spend 
rather than their determination 
to economize.

An Endless Line 

It was of these men, and their

ant than mine.” 

And so they came, in an end¬ 
less line. 

If Will Rogers could have 
watched, from the vantage point 
of his casket, he would have wit¬ 
nessed an eerie, unbelievable 
scene. 

People coming in one line, going 
in another . . . wordless and shuf¬ 
fling across the grass . . . faces, 
lined and seamed with age, bloom¬ 
ing with youth, touched with a 
new grief. 

Some Bring Flowers 

Here was a whole kaieidescopic 
picture of birth, life and death. 

"It makes you dizzy to watch 
them," said a policeman beside the 
casket. 

Some of them left flowers. 
There was only one bouquet. Sin¬ 
gle flowers, mostly roses, half- 
wilted now from the touch of hot 
hands, were laid gently beside the 
bier. 

A short, swarthy, hard-bitten 
little man left a coiled lariat, 
with two red roses entwined in 
the rope. A crude scrawl said, 
“From Omar to Will—jest pass¬ 
ing through.” 

Many of them carried cameras, 
pausing for a moment to snap the 
scene. 

Some forgot to remove their 
hats. An officer tapped a man on 
the arm. and motioned. The wom¬ 
an at his side leaned over the rope, 
and said to the policeman. "To 
think he ain't got sense enough to 
take off his hat.” 

Case Of One Girl 

The officer smiled. 'T wonder 
what Ole Bill would think of that. 
He'd get a kick out of it, now.”

Ban on Four Projects 

Mr. Halloran said that when the 
shutdown order was received late 
Tuesday, an attempt was made to 
keep four projects operating. The 
order from Frank Y. McLaughlin, 
state SERA administrator, said 
that on special request it might be 
possible to continue projects if 
their cessation would create a 
menace to safety. On this basis 
Mr. Halloran asked that the 
Basque avenue bridge in Fullerton, 
the Batavia and Villa Park storm 
drain projects, and a Placentia 
school project be allowed to con¬ 
tinue. 

Orders received today, however, 
mean that even these jobs must 
stop, said Mr. Halloran. Approxi¬ 
mately 500 men have been em¬ 
ployed on the four projects. 

Sees Early Action 

Mr. Halloran said he was in¬ 
formed that Mr. McLaughlin is 
making an earnest attempt to get 
the Works Progress administra¬ 
tion in this state started by Fri¬ 
day of next week. The WPA is 
scheduled to take over SERA con¬ 
struction projects. Launching of 
the WPA program has been held 
up because of failure of authori¬ 
ties at Washington to approve 
projects submitted weeks ago. 
Dan Mulherron, WPA head here, 
said that his organization is ready 
to start working the minute fi¬ 
nal authority is received from 
Washington. 

Shutting down of the SERA 
projects was ordered because of 
a shortage of funds calculated to 
keep the projects going until the 
WPA took them over. The money 
ran out when the WPA did not 
start on schedule.

BLOSSONS SHOWER 
ON POST’S BODY 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 22 UP) 
Blossoms showered from the sky 
today on the body of Wiley Post 
as the fallen airman was accorded 
the tribute of his state. 

More than 15,000 persons at the 
capitol building, where the bronze 
casket lay in state for two hours, 
became almost unmanageable as 
the time arrived for removal to 
the church. 

Airplanes trailing crepe stream¬ 
ers circled high about the building 
during the morning as the un¬ 
numbered multitude walked in 
rapid file past the bier. 

Probably never before had there 
been a greater swarm of human¬ 
ity here than that which jammed 
the corridors and entrances and ex¬ 
tended many blocks beyond the 
building. A dozen women fainted, 
and two nurses were assigned to 
care for them. National guards¬ 
men managed the throng with dif¬ 
ficulty. 

At noon, while thousands still 
awaited an opportunity for a last 
look at the flier’s face, the state's 
official observance began. Gov¬ 
ernor Marland, accompanied by 
Brig Gen. H. W, Butner of Fort 
Sill, representing President Roose¬ 
velt, marched through a forced 
lane to the second floor spot where 
the body lay. 

Happy Landing 

“Wiley Post has come to rest,” 
the governor said. 

"The body of Oklahoma's son 
begins the sleep eternal beneath 
the sod he loved. His spirit in 
company with the spirit of Okla¬ 
homa's Will Rogers, his pal, takes 
its flight to that bourne from 
which no traveler ever returns. 

“We who are assembled here, 
their Oklahoma kinsmen and 
friends, can but say to our dead 
departed— 

"Fare the well. Will Rogers; 
fare the well, Wiley Post. 

"Happy landing!" 

All was quiet, save the faint 
drone of the airplanes. 

From the capitol the crowd hur¬ 
ried to the First Baptist church 
for the final rites at 2 p m. After 
which the body was to be inter¬ 
red in a crypt at Fairlawn ceme¬ 
tery. 1

SACRAMENTO, Aug 22. UPi —. 
A record-breaking increase in 
gasoline tax collections was 
chalked up today by the board 
of equalization. 

During July the board said the 
tax return jumped 43 per cent 
over the same month of 1934.

The board also reported that 
beer and wine taxes, totaling 
$187,472 in July, increased $23,- 
552 over July, 1934.

Richard Collins, board chair¬ 
man, said that the sharp increase 
in gasoline returns could be at¬ 
tributed to the flood of fuel which 
poured into markets with the lift¬ 
ing of NRA restrictions by a Uni¬ 
ted States supreme court deci¬ 
sion. 

"The price fell rapidly and a 
situation comparable to a price 
war developed," Collins said.

AND DON’T FORGET 

H OW THE good-natured American motorist is “taken 
for a ride” by the tax machine is illustrated in one of 
the gasoline publications with Alabama as an example. 
When the average motorist drives up to a service station 
and gets his gallon or more of gasoline, he often leaves 
with the impression that the service station dealer put the 
price heat on him. Well, with Alabama as example, let’s 
see: 

It costs seven cents to produce a gallon of gasoline. 
The state tax in Alabama is six cents, the county tax is 
three cents, the city tax is two cents and Uncle Sam says 
don’t forget me, so another one-cent tax is added. The 
service station dealer is lucky if he averages three cents, 
and out of this he has his investment, business hazard, 
gives you free air, and out here water costs something and 
you get it for nothing. Then a service station operator 
rushes out to wash the windshield and pump up the tires, 
fills the radiator, and “is everything all right?” 

When the gasoline tax was first imposed it was to 
build highways, and the motorist was glad to pay his part 
toward road improvement. In the last 16 years the price 
of gas has steadily dropped, taxes increased and diverted, 
until last year in the United States the average gasoline 
tax was approximately 5.4 cents a gallon — a sales tax 
of 43 per cent. Wow !
